BISHOP LUERS ORDERS PRAYERS FOR THE 
HOLY FATHER, WHEN ROME IS ABOUT 
TO BE SEIZED. 


John Henry, by the Grace of God and favor of the Apos- 
tolic See, Bishop of Fort Wayne; 
To the Clergy and Laity of our Diocese: 


Our Most Holy Father, Pope Pius IX, wishes the 
entire Christian world to assemble during three days 
before the Holy Altar of God in prayer. 

What are the reasons for this call? 

When the powers of darkness arrayed themselves 
against our Divine Savigr, so as to cause Him in His 
agony to sweat blood; retreating with His disciples to the 
Garden of Gethsemani, where, leaving them a little dis- 
tance behind, He went alone to pray. Going back to His 
Apostles, and finding them asleep, He said to them: 
“Watch and pray lest you fall into temptation, * (Matt. 
xxvi, 41). And returning He again prayed, to teach us, 
that in the storms and trials of this life, we must have 
recourse to our heavenly Father in prayer. The successor 
of St. Peter and visible head of the Church of Christ upon 
earth, by whose appointment and divine assistance he 
watches over, directs, and governs this his mystical body, 
has been for some years, and still is in great peril and =; 
distress; and therefore requests us all to unite with him 
in fervent supplications to the throne of God, that the 
bitter chalice may be taken from him, and the threatened 
dangers, which now surround him, be averted. 

The descendants of the Herodians, the Scribes and 
Pharisees, with their adherents, conspire against him, to 
get him out of the way, as did their ancestors his Divine 
Master. 

Even quite recently the abyss raised up a furious 
cut-throat, who with his red-shirted associates was to do 
this work; he was, however, only the hired tool of the 
secret societies and some wicked and unscrupulous mon- 
archs, whose aim is the overthrow of the Church of 
Christ; but He, who sits upon the throne on high, de- 
feated their machinations, and they were drowned in 
their own blood. The heroic defenders of the Church rid 
the territories of the Holy Father of this band of mid- 
night assassins, for which they receive the thanks and 
gratitude of the whole Christian world. What has the 
Holy Father done, that he should be persecuted? He is 
the Vicar of Christ, and as such Christ reigns through 
him. 

This is his unpardonable offence, for which Satan 
and his crew seek to crucify him. He has done no evil, but 
it is the constant aim and endeavor of the prince of dark- 
ness to obliterate and eradicate everything that is good, 
holy and heavenly upon earth, whereas that of the Churoh 
is to destroy error, darkness and immorality—conse- 
quently the work and kingdom of the prince of this world, 
and to set up the reign of truth, virtue and light, the 
kingdom of Christ, in their place. For this the Holy 
Father incessantly labors, and therefore his enemies cry: 
“Let us put wood on his bread, and cut him from the land 
of the living and let his name be remembered no more’’. 
(Jerem. xi, 19). 

Among men, too, many have bidebienin so habituated to 
darkness that they love the same, and hate the light. 
Their eyes can no longer bear the light of truth, nor their 
hearts purity and virtue. With indignation, therefore, 
they turn their backs upon the light, pretty much as a lot 
of hogs, bedded in the mire, start up with a great noise 
to seek quarters elsewhere, when the mild evening sun 
shines too brightly upon them; and in their course, rouse 
up other swine which start to run likewise and make a 
noise similar to their own. 


The Pope is head of the Church and the father of 
the Christian family. When, as in duty bound, he raises 
his voice against false maxims of the world and the pre- 
vailing corruption of the age, and exhorts the nations 
to honesty, sobriety, chastity, the fear of God and the 
keeping of His commandments, the slaves of vice cry out: 
He deserves death. When he command parents to raise 
their children in a Christian manner; children to love, 
honor and obey their parents; the married to mutual love 
and conjugal fidelity; the unjust to make restitution, the 
monarchs not to covet each other’s dominions; and when 
he entreats all sinners to a sincere repentance and a re- 
turn to their heavenly Father, the powers of darkness ery 
out that he is an enemy of progress, that he seeks to 
hold the nations in priestly bondage, and is trying to keep 
them ‘in ignorance and superstition. The venerable Vicar 
of Christ is thus charged with crimes against society, 
which truly only the father of lies can invent.

received all his education in Catholic schools, that he served 
early Mass in his parish church, etc. But you will enjoy his 
own relation of the story, and I hope that it will lead you 
to show a pride rather than shame over being a good prac- 

tical Catholic. 

AL SMITH ALWAYS EMPHASIZES HIS FAITH 

In 1883, when I was ten years old, I had joined the Altar Boys’ 
Association of St. James’ church and served constantly on the altar 
until I went to work. The altar boys drew lots to see who would 
serve the early Masses in the winter. A boy named Johnny Keating, 
who lived in the double alley in Cherry street, and myself drew six 
o'clock Mass in the month of January. My mother insisted that | 
have a cup of coffee and a roll before I left in the morning, and her 
sacrifice during that month was even greater than mine. 

I started my schooling at St. James’ parochial school in the fal! 
of 1880, when I was seven years old. The old school house still stands 
on the corner of James street and New Bowery. My mother attended 
the same school when it was located in Roosevelt street opposite 
Batavia. The Roosevelt street schoo] was afterward sold to the city 
for a public primary school, and St. James’ church, in turn, purchased 
the plot on New Bowery directly opposite the church. 

I was taught by the Christian Brothers, and al! of them who 
were there in my time have passed away with the exception of 
Brother Baldwin, who is now at the novitiate in the Pocantico Hills. 
practically retired. Although a man of advanced years, he travels 
between Pocantico Hills and New York and Albany for every promi- 
nent happening in which I have, in any way, a part. He attended all 
of my inaugurations and was in the Assembly Chamber at Albany 
on the night I made my speech of acceptance of the Presidential! 
nomination. He was even at Manhattan College this vear when my 
second son, Arthur, was graduated. 

While I was serving as an altar boy in St. James’ church in 1883 
and 1884 it was the leading Catholic parish in New York, not except- 
ing the Cathedral itself. In that year 4 parish census showed 16,000 


Catholic communicants in this single church. Its school was the 
largest in the city and was in the front rank of all our Catholic 
parochial schools. 

If old downtown was the cradie «f New York, I might with jus- 


tice even spread it a bit, because the boys who were taught in St. 
James’ school can be found in every part of the United States. I 
never realized that such was the fact until my nomination for the 
governorship of New York, and later for the Presidency. I received 
hundreds of letters from al! over the country, identifying former 
pupils of old St. James’ school. 

In the competitive examinations for appointments to West Point 
and Annapolis given by the District Congressman, St. James’ school 
stood in the very forefront It sent ,to West Point General Paul B 
Malone. who achieved nation-wide distinction the recent World 
War. Among the other well known men who have attended St 
James’ school were Senator Thomas F. Grady, Judge Joseph M. Mul- 
queen, Judge Thomas W. Churchill, William L. Ettinger, afterward

superintendent of schools; Judge Thomas J. Nolan, Congressman 
Daniel J. Riordan, John F. Gilchrist, and a long list of men who en- 
tered every known business and profession in the city. Cardinal 


Haves was born in City Hall Place, a few blocks away, but his family 
moved to St. Stephen's parish, in East 28th street, when he was very 
voung 

There was keen rivalry among the parochial schools for medals 
for eclocution. There was a gold one for seniors and one of silver fo: 


the juniors. The elocutionary contest when I was eleven vears old 
took place in the old De La Salle Institute, Second street near Second 
avenue. I remembered being dressed in my Sunday suit and with 


my sister being taken to the hall by my mother, who would not let 


me go so far uptown alone. St. James’ school won both medals that 
night. The senior medal was won by David Donovan and the junio: 
medal by myself. I have been presented with other medals since, 
but none has meant more than this one, which | received in my 
mother’s presence. My wife still has the medal. | made her a pre- 


sent of it before we were married. 


FROM

salary of $8,000.00 a year in his last pastorate being ‘‘called” 
to a New York pastorate at a salary of $9,000.00. The people 
of the parish of which he was recently the rector are now 
looking for a new pastor.
